Washington, D. C., Jan. 26—-A

Senator Townsend, of Michigan, is one 
of the most ardent advocates of the pro- 
ject. He said resently: ‘It does not re- 
require an economist nor an expert traf- 
fic man to show the economy which 
would result to the stupendons industiy 
of the iniddle west of the United States 
and Canada if the burdens of re-shipment 
were removed, and cargoes could be 
loaded at lake ports‘and unloaded at the 
ulrimate destination. 

“This benefit would be increased by 
the similiar advantages resulting to in- 
bound freight rates: from the Atlantic 
coast and from foreigh ports, bot these 
benefits coming directly from the actoal 
use of the ocean waterway would net be 
the only ones enjoyed by industry. 

“Such a waterway would produce the 
result which has followed the creation of 
water’ transportation, namely, it will 
cause a reduction of rail facilities from 
all points on even remotely competitive 
rail lines.’’ 

Senator Townsend recognizes three 
obstacles to the realization of this pro- 
ject. The railroads will oppose it, the 
international complications will have 
to-be met, and the cost. necessarily will 
be so greatas to make its realization 
difficult. 

The senator believes that if stlre: ques- 
tion were properly handled the govern- 
ment of Canada undoubtedly could be 
persuaded to join in the movement, the 
burden of cost to be shared on the - basis 
of proportionate benefits accruing to cach 
country.

BURIAL WITHOUT; CEREMONY 

Two more tombstones were erected in the Con- 
servative. cemétery on the 15th inst,, when Par-. 
hament assembled for the third session of the 
Borden government. Where formerly the mon- 
umeéent of the tariff commission bill stood in 
lonely condemnation of the government’s’ past 
there are now three cenotaphs, commemorating 
the Borden Emergency Naval Aid Bill, and the 
Highways Aid Bill, oth of which have been in- 
terred without even the grace of a funeral cere- 
mony haviig been added, Their obsequies came 
none too soon, for the Emergency was still-born 


..on December sth, 1912, and the Highways Aid 


Bill was killed at the close of last session when 
the government abandoned it rather than adopt 
the Senate amendments designed to bring it into 
accord with the Canadian constitution and pro- 
vincial rights over highways. 

Last year’s Speech from the Throne was re- 
garded as barren. This year’s Speech. might be 
regarded as a negation. The Speech which was 
given to His Royal Highness conveyed sympa- 
thetic references to the Duchess of Connaught’s 
illness and his own absence in England. It in- 
formed the people that’ there had been an in- 
crease in trade and immigration; that there had 
been a good harvest in the west and that the 
railways were running so well that they had been 
able to take care of the crop. Fleeting mention 
was made of the financial stringency, with the 
consoling proviso that it was attacking the whole 
world, so that of course Canada must get its full 
share. 

No mention was made of the Senate, whose 
reference of the Naval Aid Bill to the people 
and amendments of the Highways Aid Bill had 
caused the Government so much disappointment. 
It is improbable that this neglect was caused by 
courtesy owing to the fact that the Speech was 
delivered in the Red Chamber. In fact the gov- 


‘ernment in omitting any reference to the Upper 


Chamben tacitly admitted that the Senate, by re- 
fusing these abandoned measures, had performed 
its proper functions in conserving the interests of 
the people. Further assurance to this effect, al- 
though not in consonance with Mr. Borden's pre- 
election promises, was conveyed in the announce- 
ment that the government intended to introduce 
a bill by which it could give the four western 
provinces two more Senators apiece, in the hope 
before long of aiding the Grim Reaper in effac- 
ing the present Liberal majority. 
The ‘only concrete legislation promised was 
the. Jong. deferred. Redistribution Bill, which was 
and’ bilts’retating to the” Civil 
Service and to Trust and Loan Companies. 
Beyond this thie main items of the Speech were 
congratulatory paragraphs regarding the comple- 
tion of the National Transcontinental Railway, 
which was so bitterly opposed by the Conserva- 
tives; the progress of the Hudson Bay Railway, 
which was started by the late Liberal government 
and has been botched by the present administra- 
tion; the development of Canadian ports, follow- 
ing out the program initiated by the Hon. J. 
Israel Tarte and elaborated under the Hon. Mr. 
Brodeur, and a felicitation of itself by the gov- 
ernment on the Agricultural Instruction Aid 
Act, which was founded on the advice of the 


“Technical Education Commission, appointed un- 


der the late Liberal government. 

Almost at the last came the most important 
item from the government point of view—an- 
nouncement that the estimates would be promptly 
brought down, so that the Ministers could have 
plenty Of money with which to carry on their ex- 
travagances. With wnnecessary irony it, was 
stated that the estimates “have been prepared 
with due regard to the necessary development of 
the resources of the Dominion coupled with care- 
ful attention to economical administration.” If 
the latter provision is rigidly adhered to it will be 
a great surprise and disappointment to the Hon. 
Messfs. Rogers, Hughes, and Reid, et al. 

The tariff, as was expected, was studiously 
avoided. There was no hint that the high cost of 
living needed any attention; no suggestion that 
the real interests of the people were being con- 
sidered. The whole program for the coming 
session of Parliament, scant as it is, has appar- 
ently been designed to forget the mistakes of 
last session and fix things up so as to help the 
government itself for the present. As to the

With agriculture being ‘fostered and developed 
year by year in ever increasing measure and in- 
dustrial production making steady headway, the 
future of the Canadian West is well assured. As 
the industrial ‘population of the country increases, 
agriculturists will find it to their advantage to 
adapt their methods of farming to meet the 
growing requirements of the dwellers in the cities 
and towns of the west. The more the urban 
population increases, the better it will be not 
only for the agriculturists, ut for all classes of 
retail traders in the community. Both these 
conditions will tend towards a more regular and 
constant circulation of money than has hitherto 
been the case.
